State  University. 

"Yogurt,  which  is  made  almost  entirely 
from  milk,  can  be  easily  tolerated  by  many 
lactase  deficient  people,"  Strong  says,  “a* 
can  other  fermented  dairy  products  such 
aa  buttermilk  and  ripened  cheese  Uke 
Cheddar.  Swiss  or  blue." 

Since  there  are  few  dietary  sources  of 
vitamin  D  other  than  dairy  products, 
elderty  people  who  avoid  milk  products 


may  need  vitamin  supplements  to  gel 
their  recommended  daily  allowance. 

Vitamin  D  can  also  be  obtained  from 
exposure  to  sunshine  for  IS  to  30  minutes  a 
day.  Strong  notes. 

Vitamin  A.  which  is  often  added  to  milk, 
can  be  gotten  from  eating  a  diet  that  in¬ 
cludes  daily  servings  of  dark  green  or 
orange  vegetables.

'  Students  re-entering  college  after  a  long  absence 
bften  face  struggles  the  average  student  knows 
bttle  about.  The  Re-entry  Awareness  Program 
(REAP)  can  help  them  adjust  to  the  demands  of 
university  life. 

According  to  Lera  Wilson,  a  pan  professional 
Counselor  for  REAP,  the  average  student  has  to 
Juggle  4  full-time  load  of  classes,  a  social  life  and 
sometimes  a  Job.

More  Soviet  missiles 
aimed  at  U.S.,  Europe 

STRESA.  Italy  ( A  P)  _  U.S.  Defense  Secretary 
Caspar  Weinberger  said  Thursday  'he  Soviet  Un¬ 
ion  has  substantially  increased  the  number  of  SS-20 
nuclear  missile#  trained  on  Western  Europe. 

At  the  close  of  the  first  day  of  a  NATO  defense 
ministers  nuclear  strategy  meeting  in  the  Italian 
Alp*.  Weinberger  told  reporters  the  Soviets  have 
continued  to  add  new  missiles  and  to  build  more 
bases  for  launching  them. 

Weinberger  said  the  U.S.  intelligence  commun¬ 
ity  ha*  pinpointed  the  number  of  additions!  SS-20# 
deployed  by  the  Soviet#  this  year,  but  that  the 
figure  would  not  be  made  public  now. 

The  most  recent  estimate  by  NATO,  released 
last  December,  was  378  SS-20*.

Council  adopts 
city  ordinances 

A  proposal  was  paused  to  adopt  certain  ordi¬ 
nances  of  the  Utah  State  Criminal  and  Traffic 
Codes  to  fsrilitatc  the  work  of  the  Provo  Police 
Department  and  the  Legal  Department  by  the  Pro¬ 
vo  Municipal  Council. 

The  Legal  Services  Department  recommended 
the  adoption  of  the  onllnantes  in  the  council’s  week¬ 
ly  meeting  Wednesday  night. 

Several  years  ago  the  majority  of  the  city's  ordi¬ 
nances  were  repealed  awl  certain  sections  of  the 
state  criminal  and  traffic  codes  were  adopted  and 
enacted  as  ordinances  of  the  city,  according  to  the 
city  attorney’s  office. 

However,  the  partial  adoption  of  the  state  codes 
eventually  raised  problems  of  confusion  among  the 
police  officers  and  the  prosecutor’s  office  as  to  spe¬ 
cifically  which  sections  hail  been  adopted  and  could 
best  be  charged  and  prosecuted  by  the  city. 

The  reejuest  for  document  draft  and  drafting  of 
the  ordinances  came  as  a  remit  of  discussion  be¬ 
tween  the  Legal  Services  Department  and  Chief 
Swen  Nielsen  of  the  Provo  Police  Department. 

According  to  City  Attorney  Clem.  Ellis,  Mayor 
James  Ferguson  is  expected  to  give  his  sifpulure 
on  the  council’s  proposal  to  adopt  the  ordinances

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Orem  plans 
to  develop 
annexed  land 

Planning  Commission 
to  recommend  policies 


Panama  soldiers 
break  up  protest 


A  plan  to  develop  annexed  land  west  of  M6  has 
been  accepted  by  the  Orem  City  Council,  which 
referred  It  to  the  Planning  Commission  for  consid¬ 
eration  and  recommendation. 

The  Council  also  approved  of  deleting  the  city 
code's  traffic  regulations  covered  under  state  law 
and  enactment  of  an  ordinance  restricting  contrac¬ 
ts  re  to  a  predetermined  amount  of  landscaping. 

The  West  Side  Study  Plan  was  approval  Tues¬ 
day  night  and  assigned  to  the  Planning  Commission 
for  suggestions  ami  revision,  said  Jim  WUbur.  the 
assistant  city  manager.  The  Planning  Commission 
wiU  suggest  policies  and  implementation  of  proce¬ 
dures  for  the  council  to  adopt,  he  said. 

The  plan  was  drafted  by  the  West  Side  Study 
Committee,  which  evaluated  the  land  west  of  MS 
between  16U)  North  and  2000  South  to  Ut  ih  Lake, 
WUbur  said. 

The  committee  made  suggestions  for  the  use  of 
the  land  in  areas  of  street  pattern*,  utility  services 
and  traffic  patterns,  said  WUbur. 

With  regard  to  traffic  laws,  a  revision  of  the  city 
code  was  approved  by  the  council  upon  recom¬ 
mendation  by  the  dtr  attorney.  Orem’s  traffic  reg¬ 
ulations  of  chapter  2b  were  revised  to  “make  it  leas 
cumbersome  and  make  better  sense  out  of  it,"  said 
Paul .  jhnson.  deputy  city  attorney. 

Many  sections  of  the  chapter  were  deleted  be¬ 
cause  they  were  adequately  covered  by  state  law. 
Johnaon  said.  Besides  the  deletions,  the  revised 
chapter  now  makes  it  Illegal  to  park  trailers  on 
residential  streets  for  more  than  24  hours. 

During  a  public  hearing,  the  council  redefined 
landscaping  regulations.  An  amendment  to  the  re n- 
ing  ordlnace  now  require*  builders  to  adhere  to 
.  landscaping  plans  as  approved  by  the  council.  Pre¬ 
viously,  a  contractor  could  change  the  amount  of 
approved  landscaping  per  structure,  as  long  »a  it 
met  with  zoning  requirements. 

Under  the  new  ordinance,  a  contractor  will  be 
required  to  landscape  the  area  in  his  original  plan 
upon  approval  of  the  council  even  If  it  exceeds  the 
minimum  requirement.  The  ordinance  require* 
strict  adherence  to  plans  after  they  are  approved 
by  the  Planning  Commission  and  the  CityCouncil. 

Other  items  of  business  included  the  five-year 
appointments  of  Kcndell  Beverage  to  the  Board  of 
Adjustment  and  Janet  Farley  to  the  Planning  Com- 

Fsriey  will  replace  Joyce  Johnson,  who  served  on 
the  Planning  Commission  for  nearly  eight  veara. 
Johnson's  five-year  appointment  was  extended  for 
three  year*. 

In  other  matters,  the  City  Council  awarded  a  bid 
to  a  construction  company  for  Si. 206.200  to  con¬ 
struct  two  oxidaion  ditches  at  the  Waste  Wster 
Treatment  Plant  In  Orem. 


PANAMA  CITY.  Panama  (UPI) 
—  Soldiers  swinging  dubs  and  firing 
guns  injured  an  unknown  number  of 
people  and  dragged  about  60  off  to  jail 
Wednesday  tobreak  up  a  protest 
against  the  Inauguration  of  Presi¬ 
dent-elect  Nicolas  Ardito  Barietu. 
witnesses  said. 

The  incident  occurred  in  the  early 
morning  hours  when  supporters  of 
defeated  presidential  candidate 
Arnulfo  Arias  gathered  in  the  city's 
centre]  Cathedral  Square  to  protest 
Ardito  Barletta's  swearing-in  cere¬ 
mony  set  for  Thursday. 

Eugenio  Morice.  a  protect  coordi¬ 
nator.  said  about  1,200  people  were  in 
the  square  “dancing  and  having  fun" 
when  the  soldiers  moved  in. 

“About  300  soldiers  in  full  combat 
gear  attacked  us."  Morice  said.  They 
were  shooting  machine  guns.  There 
were  people  wounded.  They  were 
beating  people  up  with  dubs." 

Another  youth,  who  Identified  him¬ 
self  only  as  Alberto,  said,  "The 

Seame  in  hitting  everyone, 
people  in  the  head  when  they 
>wn.  There  were  gunshots. 
There  were  many  injured.  They 
arrested  60  or  56." 

“I  was  dancing  In  the  plaza  when 
the  soldiers  came."  said  Guillermo  de 
La  Guardis.  Three  of  them  came  at 
me  and  tried  to  beat  me  on  the  head 
with  dub*.  I  threw  up  my  hands  and 


Police  released  no  information  on 
arrests  or  injured. 

After  police  broke  up  the  rally,  the 
plaza  waa  deserted  except  for  Nation¬ 
al  Guardsmen,  who  worked  until 
dswn  towing  away  trucks  and  car* 
with  proArias  signs  and  cleaning  up 
glass  from  smashed  windshields. 

The  protesters  had  planned  to  slay 
Li  the  square  until  Ana*  appeared  in 
the  afternoon  at  the  same  time  that 
International  delegations  to  the  inau¬ 
guration  were  scheduled  to  meetwith 
Ardito  B arietta  at  the  presidential 
palace  a  few  blocks  away. 

Ardito  Barletta's  Inauguration 
coincides  with  the  16th  anniversary  of 
the  military  coup  that  overthrew 
Panama's  last  elected  president. 

Marcos  Alarcon,  a  senator-elect 
from  the  opposition  coalition  and  a 
major  organizer  of  the  demonstra¬ 
tion.  said  It  was  staged  “to  protest  the 
corruption  that  exists  in  the  military 
and  the  government  and  to  protest 
the  fraudulent  elections." 

The  dsy  after  the  May  6  voting, 
militants  of  the  military-backed  party 
supporting  £rdito  Barietu  fired  «n 
Arias  backers  protesting  a  delay  in 
vote  counting  they  said  waa  deliber¬ 
ate  to  steal  the  victory  from  Arias. 

An  electoral  tribunal  declared 
Ardito  Barietu  president-elect  by  a 
scant  1,713  vote  margin  two  week* 
later.
